DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing. These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design.An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 
If a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such, 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the" digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item. All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

Highlights include details written in the “Notes” section 
of the Muster Roll, for example the case of Hugh Brannan, who was “missing in action 
at Beverly Ford, Va June 9th 63.” Also includes a handwritten record of events “which 
may be necessary or useful for future reference at the war department, or for present 
information.” This includes the movements and camp locations of the Sixth Regiment, 
and mentions locations such as Mechanicstown, Maryland, and Manassas Gap, Virginia 
where on the 22nd of July the Company was “skirmishing with [the] enemy.” On 
August 1st, the Company crossed the Rappahannock, “met the enemy, took part in the 
Battle of Brandy Station in which one man of Co. “L” was wounded.” Fine but fragile 
condition with pieces missing, very fragile fold lines, splitting, and archival repairs. The 
6th Pennsylvania Cavalry was a Union cavalry regiment during the American Civil War.

After several weeks of training in Philadelphia, the regiment 
was transferred to Washington, D.C., where it was assigned to the Cavalry Division 
of the Army of the Potomac. In the May 1863, the regiment was rearmed with Sharps 
carbines and assigned to the Reserve Brigade of the 1st Cavalry Division. It fought in the 
Gettysburg Campaign and Mine Run Campaign. During the Battle of Brandy Station 
in June 1863, the regiment (led by Major Robert Morris, Jr.) unsuccessfully charged the 
guns at St. James Church, suffering the greatest casualties of any regiment in the battle. 
Several Confederates later described the 6th’s charge as the most “brilliant and glorious” 
cavalry charge of the war.

Pinkerton’s National Detective Agency, 1887 Operative Report 
New York, 1887. 3 page typewritten document with Pinkerton’s National Detective 
Agency “We Never Sleep” letterhead, addressed to W. M. Smillie, Esq. who was a 
Vice President of the American Bank Note Co at the time. This piece is an operative 
report of the activities of D. S. Ronaldson, in which the detective, Robert N. 
Pinkerton, describes Ronaldson’s movements and actions from 7:20 am to 6:15 pm on 
Wednesday, February 23rd, 1887. This fascinating piece includes terrific descriptions of 
Ronaldson’s associates and details the various saloons he visited throughout the day. 
D. S. Ronaldson was most likely the man of the same name who was well-known for 
his stamp engraving work at the time, making it even more interesting that someone 
from ABNC was using the famous detective agency to “tail” him. Signed by Robert N. 
Pinkerton, a probable relative of Allan Pinkerton. Pinkerton, founded as the Pinkerton 
National Detective Agency, is a private security guard and detective agency established 
in the United States by Scotsman Allan Pinkerton in 1850 and currently a subsidiary 
of Securitas AB. Pinkerton became famous when he claimed to have foiled a plot to 
assassinate president-elect Abraham Lincoln, who later hired Pinkerton agents for his 
personal security during the Civil War. Pinkerton’s agents performed services ranging 
from security guarding to private military contracting work. The Pinkerton National 
Detective Agency hired women and minorities from its founding, a practice uncommon 
at the time. Pinkerton was the largest private law enforcement organization in the world 
at the height of its power. During the labor strikes of the late 19th, early 20th and early 
21st centuries, businessmen hired the Pinkerton Agency to infiltrate unions, supply 
guards, keep strikers and suspected unionists out of factories, and recruit goon squads 
to intimidate workers. One such confrontation was the Homestead Strike of 1892, 
in which Pinkerton agents were called in to reinforce the strikebreaking measures of 
industrialist Henry Clay Frick, acting on behalf of Andrew Carnegie. he ensuing battle 
between Pinkerton agents and striking workers led to the deaths of three Pinkerton 
agents and nine steelworkers. The Pinkertons were also used as guards in coal, iron, 
and lumber disputes in Illinois, Michigan, New York, Pennsylvania, and West Virginia as 
well as the Great Railroad Strike of 1877 and the Battle of Blair Mountain in 1921. VF 
condition for its age, with slight splitting along fold lines, staple at top.

When the West Shore did the 
same thing on the remainder of the Central’s New York to Chicago route the Central 
had no choice, but to batter them into submission financially. The West Shore soon went 
bankrupt and the NYC’s deep pockets were barely dented. In 1885 the West Shore was 
reorganized as the West Shore Railroad, a wholly owned subsidiary of the New York 
Central lines. It operated in this capacity until 1952 when the West Shore was formally 
merged into the New York Central. Quite a bit of the old West Shore still exists today 
and is used by CSX, the successor to Conrail, Penn Central and the New York Central. 
It is CSX’ primary freight route north from New York City on the west shore of the 
Hudson river.

Know-Nothings 
prevented naturalized German and Irish from voting, and riots erupted on the streets 
of the Butchertown district of Louisville. Germans were beaten and some were killed 
as the riots spilled into the Irish-dominated Eighth Ward, burning a large row of houses 
(Quinn’s Row). Barbee finally intervened to prevent rioters from destroying the city’s 
Catholic cathedral. Officially, 22 people were killed in the riots, although some sources
